VBT Police arrest suspect in fatal, non-fatal shooting incidents 


Officers and detectives with the Van 
Buren Township Police Department 
worked throughout the weekend inside 
Van Buren Estates mobile home park, 
actively investigating the fatal shooting 
that occurred on the afternoon of Friday, 
Aug. 4. 

The park is located on Lohr Road between 
Martz and Bemis roads. 

In a news release Sunday, Van Buren 
Township Deputy Police Chief Joshua 
Monte said at about 12:15 p.m. Sunday, 
emergency dispatch received multiple 
calls of shots being fired inside Van Buren 
Estates. Since uniformed officers were 
already at the scene of the fatal shooting, 
they responded within seconds and were 
able to quickly identify the residence the 


shooter fled into. 

The suspect refused to come out of the 
residence and officers and detectives were 
able to surround the location. 

The Western Wayne Special Operations 
Team, including negotiators, were 
activated for the barricaded situation. 
After about two hours of negotiations, the 
suspect exited the residence and was taken 
into custody without further incident. He 
was lodged at the Van Buren Police lockup 
pending the authorization of charges by the 
Wayne County Prosecutor’s Office. 

Police had advised residents by Nixel to 
shelter in place at 12:46 p.m. Sunday and 
after the arrest police sent out a Nixel alert 
that said it was now safe to resume normal 
activity, but asked people to avoid Birch 


Street until the investigation is completed. 

Police said they believed the subject 
arrested Sunday was also responsible for 
Friday’s fatal shooting. 

The victim from Sunday’s shooting was 
hospitalized and listed in stable condition. 
The victim’s dog appeared to be grazed by 
a bullet and was in stable condition at the 
Romulus Animal Shelter 

Deputy Chief Monte said the Van 
Buren Department extends its heartfelt 
condolences to the victim’s family and 
loved ones during this difficult time. 

The department also thanks the 
community for its invaluable support in 
providing crucial information relating to 
the ongoing investigations. 

The Van Buren department also thanks 


the police departments who are members 
of the Western Wayne County Special 
Operations Consortium, along with the 
Belleville and Sumpter Township police 
departments for their quick response. 

Channel 7 news interviewed neighbor 
Corey Dubisky who lives across the street 
from the man now in police custody. He 
said, “We were just in our house having 
lunch at the time and heard, ‘bang bang 
bang,’ right away, 15 shots or something, a 
full magazine dump.” 

“We don’t even hear about break-ins 
or anything, so to have a murder and 
an attempted murder within the same 
weekend, that’s unbelievable around here,” 
Dubisky told Channel 7.

Belleville City Council gives nod to police wage hike,

At Monday’s 35-minute regular meeting, 
a bare quorum of the Belleville City 
Council gave a nod to a pay increase to 
lure new experienced police officers and 
gratefully welcomed a $18,500 grant from 
the Belleville Rotary Club for the fire 
department. 

Mayor Kerreen Conley and Councilman 
Tom Fielder were absent and excused, so 
the meeting was before a council of three: 
Mayor Pro Tem Ken Voigt and Council 
Members Kelly Bates and Jeremiah Beebe. 

Acting Police Chief Kris Faull presented 
a proposal for lateral pay for new hires 
in order to encourage candidates to apply 
for positions in Belleville and get higher 
pay for their years of experience than the 
probationary pay offered. 

She said the department has been 
advertising for an officer for several months 
and there was only one applicant and that 
one didn’t have a good work record. 

Chief Faull said Van Buren, Sumpter, and 
Huron townships all offer lateral pay to 
encourage officers to apply and, “We have 
to start lateral pay.” She said she contacted 
the townships and they said it was an 
agreement between the townships and the 


unions. 

She said she talked to the local union and 
it agrees this is a good idea. 

“We’re hoping we can get people to 
put in applications,” Faull said, adding 
even those with just three or four years of 
experience know how things operate. 

Mayor Pro-Tem Voigt, a retired police 
officer, said he was in favor of the proposal 
and directed Faull to run it by the city’s 
labor attorney to get it in the proper 
wording. 

The council unanimously approved a 
motion to accept the proposal in concept, 
with the labor attorney putting it into the 
proper shape. Councilman Beebe asked 
that it also be run by the budget consultant. 

Voigt said if an experienced officer leaves 
and is replaced by a new experienced 
officer with lateral pay it would be a wash 
to the budget. 

Faull’s letter of understanding presented 
to the council for consideration said 
new hires with 12-24 months of police 
experience at another department would 
start at the two-year rate of $26.07 an hour. 
Those with 36 months or more would start 
at the 48-month rate of pay of $30.14. 
She said after eight years they become 
corporals and get a bump in pay. 


Faull said they were still down one 
officer and in late May officer Bart Devos 
would be retiring after 10 years here, so 
they would be two down. 

Rotary Club grant 

In other discussion, the fire department 
told the council of its $18,500 grant from 
the Belleville Rotary Club’s Cozadd 
Foundation. 

Deputy Chief Chris Zweng said Lt. 
Richard Landskroener and Fire Fighter 
Garrett Kissel together worked on a grant 
application which would improve the 
quality of dispatch for their runs. 

Zweng said when the FCC changed its 
procedures their communications became 
poor. He said a lot of departments use the 
800 megahertz system and pagers aren’t 
cheap. 

Belleville Fire Department currently is 
dispatched by Van Buren Township and 
VBT Fire Chief Dave MclInally said if 
Belleville changed its system then VBT 
would have to, too, said Fire Chief Brian 
Loranger. 

He said Sumpter Township has this 
system now. He said although the units to 
carry are larger than what they have now, 
transmission is clear and can be heard 
much farther.

The grant covers 20 pagers and some 
of the money it takes for putting up the 
department’s own channel. VBT would 
dispatch the Belleville department out on 
its own channel and then it would go on 
the regular channel, said Lt. Landskroener. 

“It’s a good step for our fire department,” 
Kissell said. 

Councilwoman Bates said the council 
will put together a resolution to thank the 
Rotary Club for the grant. 

In other business at Monday’s meeting, 
the council: 

e Reviewed the reports Chief Faull had 
produced at the request of the council: a 
5-Year Snapshot of the Crime Statistics 
and the July 2023 Crime Statistics. She 
said over the last five years COVID 
brought crime stats dramatically down but 
there should be close to 5,000 by the end 
of this year. The law changed on arrestable 
offenses, she said, so while there were 413 
arrests in 2018, year to date 2023 they 
are down to 35. The year-to-date calls for 
service are 2,205 in 2023 up from 1,977 
in 2022 and 1,872 in 2021. Voigt said 
the figures show the police department is 
doing a good job;

prepared, according to Ron Akers, 
municipal services director. 

Supervisor McNamara said land was 
worth $275,000 an acre at the Speedway 
site across Belleville Road. 

Low bidder of eight was Kilansi 
Excavating and Land Clearing, LLC of 
Van Buren Township. On his proposal, 
partner Walt Kilanski said the alternate 
work of pulling, splitting and grinding of 
stumps and removal of grindings would be 
an additional $8,000. 

Director Akers explained that in 2021 
the township hired an engineering firm 
to review a few acres of the “Ford Land 
property” to evaluate the soil conditions to 
determine if the reviewed wet areas were 
regulated wetlands under state and federal 
law. 

Akers said in September of 2021 the 
township received a letter from Michigan 
EGLE which indicated that those areas 
were not regulated wetlands. This letter has 
an expiration date of Sept. 30, 2023 and if 
the township fails to take steps to improve 
surface drainage on the property, the state 
may revoke their decision, he said. 

“In order to begin the implementation of 
this, township staff put out to bid services 
to ‘clear and grub’ specified areas of the 
site which involves the removal of trees 
and vegetation, grinding of the stumps, and 
raking of the ground,” Akers said. 

“The proposed clearing would leave an 
approximate 25’ buffer area of trees along 
the corner of Belleville and Tyler roads,” 
he said. “We also have our engineers 
preparing a land balancing and soil erosion 
sedimentation control plan that we are 
planning on sumitting to the county for 
permitting. 

“After this plan is created there are 
going to be some added items that are 
outside of the scope of services of this 
bid,” he said. “These include installing soil 
erosion control measurers (silt fencing), 
completing land balancing, completing 
restoration of the site, and potentially 
adding a drain tile. These added services 
will be an additional cost and will be 
treated as an addendum in accordance with 
our purchasing policy.” 

In other business at the 25-minute Aug. 1 
meeting, the board: 

e Approved purchase of a 2023 Ford 
Transit Connect ILT Van from Atchinson 
Ford for a total cost of $38,372.16 for the 
Meals on Wheels program. Larry Luckett, 
director of public services, said this is the 
first time a new vehicle was purchased 
outright for this program, which runs 3-4 
routes a day, 4 days a week with the 5" day 
starting in September and delivers to 116 
households. The Meals on Wheels program 
currently has three retired police Explorers 
that are 10 years old and a 20-year-old 
parks van. He said generally as the police 
department buys new vehicles, the retired 
vehicle was given to Meals on Wheels. He 
said there haven’t been any usable vehicles 
to pass down in quite a few years; 

e Approved the second reading and 


adoption of an ordinance rezoning 24 acres 
of Van Born Road property from M-1 Light 
Industrial to M-2 General Industrial; 

e Approved the second reading and 
adoption of an ordinance rezoning 16355

decision on Sherwood Pond. 

The discussion on the Sherwood Pond 


at Banotai Park agenda item began when 
Treasurer Bart Patterson said he was at 
Family Fun Day and saw people having 
fun in the water. He said he was in favor of 
individual liberties and freedoms. He said 
if they banned swimming, they would have 
to enforce the rule with police citations.

Trustee LaPorte said it looks safe but 
during his 17 years on the fire department 
he and other fire fighters have dealt with 
little kids and young adults near drowning. 
He said he drove an ambulance to the 
hospital with a child in the back. 

He said there have been serious, serious 
accidents which weren’t on the news. 

“Td like to use ARPA funds to build a 
splash park at Graham Park,” said LaPorte, 
noting kids could have fun in the water 
without being in danger of drowning. 

“I can guarantee you, we have had 
problems,” LaPorte said. “I’m torn.” 

“We should stop the people who might 
take a chance,” LaPorte said, and if they 
go ahead anyway, it wouldn’t be on his 
conscience, he said. 

Trustee Rush said his concern with 
testing is to get it from a reliable source 
and on a regular frequency. He said it is 
$150 per test, but if something happens 
with the water after the test? There could 
be stomach ailments possible. He said they 
should have at least more signs, bigger 
signs. 

LaPorte said it’s always worse when it’s 
a child. 

Trustee Rush said he worries about the 
liability to the township. 

Morgan said the township could test the 
water and if it’s dangerous close the pond. 
Then reopen it when it’s safe. 

“Why go to the extreme?” she asked. 
People who bring their children are the 
ones responsible for them, she said. 

“It’s $150 per test and we could do it 
weekly, monthly. We’ ve put signs up,” she 
said. 

Oddy said in the area there just were 
three people who drowned in the KOA 
campground, Heath Beach, and Camp 
Dearborn. He said the township allows 
alcohol in the park and until it is better 
supervised it shouldn’t allow swimming. 

LaPorte said it cost $1.4 million to build 
Van Buren Township’s splash park and 
it’s always loaded with people. He said he 
called VBT Supervisor Kevin McNamara 
to get the cost. LaPorte said the cost of the 
Huron Clinton Metropark new water park 
was $2.7 million. 

“We need to start committing ARPA 
funds,” he said, noting he is trying to get 
volunteers to serve on a committee and got 
just one on Wear Road. 

Patterson said he teaches first aid and is a 
rescue diver. He said there should be more 
warning signs. 

He said we all take risks and he is for 
individual liberties and freedom.
